THE 3EBLIN OONFEHENGE. 



The Congo conference now in session ah 
Berlin furnishes much food fur reflection. 
It is a meeting of repi-e.-ionfativea from tho 
chief countries of the civili/.eil world to 
discuss what is to be dmio with uncivil- 
ized Africa. On first thought it would 
seem that the European nations have no 
right to parcel out Africa amtmg thein- 
aulves and to prescribe regulations for tho 
trade of tho country, but when it is cun- 
sidered that the ellect will be to rai.so a 
large part of that rich and populous con- 
tinent out of the mire of degradation and 
obscurity in which it now lies, tho .sub- 
ject assumes a dilforent aaiicct and far 
froth being meddlers in affairs that do not 
concern them the European [lowora may 
be looked upon as instruments in the 
hands of tlie Ruler of nations, by means 
of which tho "dark edntuieni" ia to be 
illuminated with the light of civili;;ation. 
But, though great and noble mimls in 
each country reconnizo tho duly devolving 
upon civilized nations of endeavoring to 
improve the condition of tho heathen, it 
is nevertheless pretty j^eiiorally believ(Hl 
that the difi'eroiit goveinments are actu- 
ated more by selfish motives than by any 
philanthropic interest in tho natives of 
Central Africa. Each government watches 
jealously every movenuMit niiule l>y its 
neighborti, aiul the pitculiar eireuuistaiices 
attf. iiding tho (iceupaiion uf the west coast 
by different Europe.m nations have finally 
made it imperative tint a friendly cmi 
ferenoe be convened to settle all difhcul- 
tiea, but they lead to a serious outbreak 
requiring settlement of another character. 
From all accounts the ciuiferenco is pro 
ceeding more ainical)ly than was ex|iecred. 
A few months ago tierinani' seemed dis- 
posed to claim rights of prenondorating 
importance in the Congo coiiniiy, but 
since the beginning of the conference she 
has offered no obstruotinng to the general 
proposals. It is evidently conceded by all 
the powers that Eiiglanil has a pre- 
eminent rJght to eoiuliict the afl'iirs of 
Africa owin^ to her iiosseasions m the 
north and south, and to her position as 
the leading commercial nation. In proof 
of this we havo 'he aiiiiouneement that 
whatever rules are agruod niion by the 
conference for regulatin;; the tiaile of tho 
Niger river, England i.«. looki.il to to see 
thoiu enforced. The drift of all the pro- 
posals for tho government of the Congo 
country is to secure free trade for all 
nations alike. Rivers, canals and rail- 
ways are to bo free of toll or duty, and 
all i>ations can share in the deveinp- 
nient of tho country. Tho extent of 
Africa's natural wealth can only be 
guessed at. Its vast mines of gold, silver 
and other mineials are as yot undisturbed, 
and the wealth of its ivory and other 
animal products, beside the endloss pro- 
ductiotis of tho troi)ical vegetable kin^r- 
dom, offer inexhaustible -stores to the 
commerce of tho world. The partition of 
thia vast heathen territory among civil-

DEER-HUNTINC IN PE MNSYLVANIA. 



Ilablta or (Iio Caiu«— ItUl Ucaiu on 
the XraU. 

[Cor. Kailsas City Time&J 
From their long experience in the Alle- 
ghany forests ami close observation of tho 
habits of game, these old hunters know 
exactly how and whore they may expect 
to fiud deer, according to tho conditions of 
weather or nature of tho coautry. They 
know when deer will be found in tho 
swamps, when they seek the elevatetl 
ridges, and when they need be looked 
for only in Ihe valle.vs and gorges. If a 
snow .^lorlIl is gathering the hunter knows 
It IS iiselc-s 10 e.vpccl to .start a deer ou tlie 
ridges, for at least tluee days lic'fore such 
a slorin the instinct of the aaiinal warns it 
of its apjiroai^li, and the deer leave the liills 
ami enter the s\i aui[is, where lliey huddle 
together until the sttuiu has come and 
gone. If the wriilhiir grows colder after 
tUestonn they again seek tlie liii'is. 

A ileer's eyesight is not sharp, lint its 
setises of smell and hi'iuingare must arille. 
The snapping of a twig will staril(^ the 
game and send it tlyingover llie hills lie- 
tore the hunti'r is within giinsliot. and the 
gentlest breeze blowing Inun the liniiler 
will carry notice of his jireseui'c to the 
sensitive nostrils of the deer, all hough 
it may be half a mile axvuy. The ap- 
pruaeli upon a deer must therefore always 
be against the wiuil. No matter liow 
strong or cutting tlie blast the hunter must 
face it as lie stalks or he will never be re- 
waided by the sight of a deer even, lo say 
nothing of his gottiiig a shot atone. On 
rainy ilays, when the leaves are wet and 
packed lo the earth, it is possible fur wary 
ami expi'rienced hunters to appruacli 
within a few feet of the game willioiil 
their preseneo being known. The hunters 
are particularly e.vpert at hunting of this 
kiuii, and it is not uucommou for theui to 
steal to within iwouty feet of the largest 
bucks on days when the noise of their 
footsteps is tfcadeued by the damp leaves. 

Although the laws of Pennsylvania pro- 
hibit tho running of deor with dogs, these 
old httuters certainly take dogs with them 
lo the woods — "for company, " they .say.

"But I am not an agent, " said the young 
man with the note-book. "I am a re- 
porter, and I have como to And out all I 

can about agents — their manners and cus- 
toms, and how they make their liviin;-. " 

The bald-headed man laid one l oreluiL^er 
alongside his nose and appeaieil to think. 
"I will do the best 1 can, " he s;iid, "but 
there is not nnieli to be told. Tliei'c are 
perhaps 10(f,00U eaiivas.'ers or traveling 
salesmen in the United Slates, Of this 
uuniber iirobahly 50,000 are book agents. 
You may, perhaps, imagine wii.-it a tre- 
mendous aggregate of conversational 
power is represented by riU,UUO book 
ugents. Eight per c.mi. of tiie 
canvassers in this country are woineii. 
who are freijiiently very expert at 
the business. Next to the book-.-igcnts, 
canvassers of patent articles are the most 
uuuieroua. This sort of euuvassiiig has 
iucre;used linnieusely during the last few 
years, for now almost nU patented articles 
are sent out that way. Tea nnd eollee, 
silverware, aud pictures— all sorts of 
pictures, from an oil-painting lo a chronio 
— are extensively sold by traveling sales- 
men. The distinction, technical, lietween 
the traveling salesniaa and the canvasser 
is that the former sells at whrle.sale gea- 
allj' and the lal tor at retail. Kemale eiia- 
vassers and ageiit.s usually conliiie tlicin- 
selves to i few articles, sui-h as nooks, 
pholi)gra[ih albums, coiscis, sib. i-rware. 
and (Iressiiiakiiig eliaits. The bunk liny 
sell are generally of tho sort known iis 
us light literature — the lati'sl novels, or 
books of poems. Women do not i-are lo 
sell historical works, or heavy scientillo 
books. " 

"About how much can a good agent 
make weekly'/" 

"A smart man can average vvith a 
good -'elliug article §35 a week, but not 
more, e.vcei>t In rare cases, (.'oueerns frc 
qucntly atlvertise for agents promising 
.|lOO a week or so; but it la only iuteuded 
as a bait to get men to put their stock on 
the market. A traveling agent or can- 
vasser sells on the installment plan or for 
cash. XI he sells an article for cash he 
gets 40 per cent, of the proceeds as hi.s 
commission. If lie sells it onlbeinslall 
ineiit plan, by which the piircha-^i-r pays 
so niucli a iiioiilli for tin- arlii le. be gets 

jiur ceiil. \vlie;i the order for llic arlicle 
is (lelivered by the agent to the linn wliicli 
employs him. Uoods are sent him by the 
lirin C. O. U. for cash purcliasc-rs; Ihe 
ageut returns the full amuinil received, 
anil oiil of thjit, is given his loiiiini^-ioii. 
Agents are not allowed to sejl iji.nds lor 
less than the jiriees iudicatcii 011 Ihc 
lists of tho firm. They may, however, 
sell theui at a higlier price if they can, 
though it is not encouraged. The oliject 
of the iustallmeiit plan i.s to einihle a large 
class of poor people to liuy an icii-s ai ilm 
regular retail i)rice who would n.'i h i l 
able to pay that jjrice in a lump. " 

"Do not people frequently try to evade 
payment after the first installinentV" 

"O, yes, " replied tho bald beaded man, 
laughing; "we lose a good deal of money 
that way — perhaps 7 or 8 per cent, of the 
gross amount of the sales by installments. 
We give people time lo pay unless wci 
think them dishonest, in which ca.se wii 
try rcgaiu tho article unpaid for. If 
we ciiuaol gel it back we put it down to 
profit ami loss. There is very litlle dis- 
hunesly, however, and in such easis a lew 
threats will generally bring Iheni to terms. 
\Vc find by experience that It is better to 
trust lUU people with -"<.■) apit^ce than lifty 
people with twice that aiiiniint. Certain 
classes of people are 011 our black list, and 
these we never sell goods lo. "
